SLAVERY IN DELAWARE. 


Not only are the old free States more flourishing 
than the old slave States, and the new free States 
more flourishing than the new slave States, but 
slave States themselves are,the most flourishing in 
those parts where there is the least slavery, and 
most depressed in those parts where slavery most 
prevails, Look at Maryland and Delaware; the 
Northern portions, along the Pennsylvania line, 
where there are hardly any slaves, grow and 
thrive-—the Southern parts decay or are sta- 
tionary. 

There are three Counties in Delaware: New 
Castle, the most northern, Kent, the central, and 
Sussex the southern County. There are hardly 
any slaves ic New Castle County, not many in 
Kent; Sussex contains nearly all that are in the 
State. Now, examine the condition of these 
Counties inthe years 1810 and 1850, an interval 
of furty years. These are the Census returns : 


1810. 1850. 





Increase. Decrease. 


New Castle, 24,229 42,780 18351 
Kent, 20.495 22.816 2,321 
Sussex, 27,750 25,936 1,814 


Thus it appears, that while New Castle County 
has gained »bcut 65 per cent. in population, being 
nearly free from slavery, Sussex County, which is 
blessed with it, has less population by 1,814 than 
it bad forty years ago, In view of this condition 
of things, we cannot doubt that, before many 
years elapse,slavery will be abolished in Delaware, 
by the gradual process adopted in Pennsylvania, 
eighty-three years ago. Such a project was lost 
by one vote in the Delaware Legislature, a very few 
years ago. 

What must we think of the intelligence of those

enacted. Hapily and honorably for tree institu- 
tions, though most disastrously to themselves, the 
sons of this State, of other free States, and, we 
may even hope, some from the slave States who} 
went to Kansas fur a new home, have steadily and 
successfully resisted this usurpation. Yet these 
are the acts which, by judicial tyrranny, and at 
the point of the bayonet of troops of the United 
States, paid out of the common Treasury, the 
President of the United States has upbeld and en- 
forced. The consequence to some of the settlers 
was imprisonment, to some death, to all uncer- 


and votes in the recent Presidential election of a 
great majority of the. people of this State and 
the other free States. 

I do this in no partisan spirit, but under the 
ronviction that the great principle at issue in the 
election, and which is so triumphantly vindicated, 
lies at the root of our free institutions, and is 
alike the concern, and should be equally the care 
of all citizens who rightly estimate those institu- 
tions. No mere party question could call forth so 
deep an interest and so significant and decisive a 
vote throughout the length and breadth of the 
State; and I venture to believe I do not mistake 
its import, nor your convictions respecting it,when 
I assume, as its deliberate and irreversible decree, 
that so far as the State of New York is concerned, 
there sha!l be henceforth no extension of slavery 
in the Territories uf the United States. 


This conclusion I most unreservedly adopt, and 
am prepared to abide by it at all times, under all 
circumstances, and in every emergency. 

Iam more emphatic on this point, because it 
has been thought by the present incumbent not in-

HORRIBLE BARBARITY IN KENTUCKY. 





A SLAVE WILIPPED AND BURNED TC_DEATH. 


Portsuoutn, Obio, January 7, 1857. 
To the Editors of the Narionat Anti-Siaveny Stayparv, 
GentTLeveN—You will, no doubt, feel somewhat 
surprised at receiving a communication from one 


who to yourselves is an utter stranger, but who is,! 


nevertheless, with you, heart and hand, in the 
glorious work of human freedom. 

Living as J do upon the dividing line between 
Kentucky and Ohio, you may be perhaps, sur- 
prised to find that Lam with you. But this is not 
what I sat downto write. I wish simply to give 
you a trathful picture of one of the horrid scenes 
shat are occasional'y transacted in our neighboring 
elaveholding State. 

Happening to have occasion to visit Carter 


County, K. Y., last week, I was made the uwilling| 


mitmess of a scene of barbarity that would have 
made the blood-thirsty Nero tremble. It seems, 


from what I afterwards learned, that the slaves of 


one William MceMinnis, quite an extensive farmer 
of Carter County, wore suspected of being in con- 
spiracy to rise, upon a certain night, and, in con- 
nection with the slaves upon an adjoiniug farm, 
murder the white people. This report having 

ined credence, the slaves were arrested and tried 
- one of those wock-c,urts so common in the 
Southern country. One negro, who was supposed 
to be in the conspiracy, was closely quesuoned 
and threatened with severe punishment in case he 
did not reveal the whole affair. The negro stoutly 
denied having anything to do with such a proceed- 
ing, disclaimed any knowledge of an insurrection, 
and begged to be reileasec. But he was doomed 
to be tortured until he confessed, In order to in- 


timidate the other slaves, it was deemed necessary | 


to torture this miserable creature before their eyes. 
Accordingly, he was stripped—the weather being 
cold—and then he received 209 lashes on the bare 


back. Still,the negro swore that he knew nothing! 


about the insurrection. Not yet satisfied, these 
inhuman monsters, excited as it were by the blood 
they had already drawn, proceeded to e him up 
‘to .@ stake, with the evident intention of burning 
him. When told he was next to be burned, the 
wcreams of the poor creature were indeed terrific 
and haart-rending; Lut, despite his entreaties and 
cries, a pile of wood was heaped around bim, and 
again he was told that if be would not confess he 
should be burned to a crisp; still he refused,when 
tho pile was lighted, and soon began to blaze 
round tbe victim. Unable longer to witness such 
waezampled cruelty, rode away and made an 
effort to get some neighbors to go and stop the in- 
haman proceedings, but was told to“mind my own 
business.” I learned afterwards that the negro 
was so burned that he died next day, 

Scenes like this have occurred in this section of 
Kentucky before, but the newspapers studiously 
avoid publishing the account of them, and they 
remain unheard of, unless some humaue passer-by 
ha pens to witness them.

One of the slaves was from the 
State of Mississippi, and escaped in a vessel. 
He arrived here night before last, and states that 
yesterday he saw his master, accompanied by a 
well known slave catcher, in the strects of our 
city. Once before, the fugitive states, he made an 
attempt to escape, but was then captured and car- 
ried back, when his master told him if he was 
ever caught again in the act of running off, he 
should be shot. The other fugitive was from the 
State of Virginia, and made bis escape by land. 
The Vigilance Committee of this city immediately 
took pormpt and effectual measures to put them 
ip a place of safety, and they are now beyond the 
reach of their pursuers,”

The kidnapping excitement still continues 
among the nezroes at Salem, N. J., and the Stand- 
ard says that last week one of the city officers was 
compelled to take under his charge a strange ne- 
gro and lock him in jail to protect bim from a mob 
of his own color. They had conceived the im- 
pression that ne was a spy sent there by kidnap- 
pers fer the purpose of ascertaining the locality of 
certain fugitives.
